Encoiu-age the providing of improved Dwellings 
for the Labouring Classes in Ireland.

"HEREAS it ■would encourage the providing of improved 
Dwellings for the Labouring Classes in Ireland if the 
simple Remedy for recovering Possession upon the Deter- 
mination of the Tenancy under “ The Summary Jurisdiction (Ireland) 
5 Act, 1851,” at present applicable to certain small Tenements in 
Fair and Market Towns, were made generally applicable to all Tene- 
ments of the like Description, wherever situated, hut upon Condition 
that they shall have had at least certain primary Requisites for tlie Com- 
fort and Health of the Tenants ; Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
10 most Excellent Majesty, hy and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Coinmous, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows :

I. The Fifteenth Section of the said recited Act relating to Small 
Tenements shall hereafter be applicable to the Recovery of the Act to 
15 Possession of any Tenement w’hich shall have consisted of the whole “owi^^Tene- 
or Part of a Dwelling House : Dwe^ngs. 

Which shall have been held without any Land, or with not more ^;i|h or 
than Half an Acre of Laud as a Garden or cultivated Allot- piece of Lana.

Dwellings for Lahouring Classes [Ireland). 

And of which the Tenure shall luivc been at Will, or Ibr any Term 
not exceeding One Year : 

And of which the Rent shall not liavo exceodt'd the Rato of 
Ticenty ShiUings per Month (when situated in any 'rown), or

Provided, that it shall be proved, upon the llt'aring of tlie (lase, 
that the said Tenement was visited by the Liuidlovd or his Agent 
within One Week previous to his last Acceptance of Ifent for 
the same, and that not only then, but Iiabitually during the preceding 
Three Months, (or during the Tenancy, when it shall liave commenced

4. A sufficient Privy : 

5. A Breadth of at least Tmnftj Poet iniiucdiutcly in front, of the 

Dwelling and extending its whole Length, clear of any Pigsty, 
or Dunghill, or uncovered Sewer, or Pool of stagnant Water : 

Piovided always, that nothing herein contained shall he deemed to 20 
prevent the Application of the said Section to any such I'cnemcnt, 
although it may not have had such Requisites at such 'J'imcs, whore 
the Justices shall be satisfied that the Landlord had taken duo care to 
provide them, but that their Absence was caused by the ^vilfu] Act 
or Default of the Tenant, with a view to defeat the Landlord ; 25 

And a written Notke to quit, either delivered to the 'renant, or left 
for him at Ins Dwelling, at least One Week in the Case of a weekly 
Tenancy, or at least 0?rt’ Month in tlie Case of a inontldy or quarterly 
Tenancy or a Tenancy at Will, or at least Three Months in tlie Case 
0 a yearly lenancy, before the Issue of the Summons, shall be 30 
deemed a sufficient Notice to determine the 'renaiioy of any such 
Tenement, whether such Tenancy sliall have been by' Agremnent in 
Writing or not.

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And in taking sueli Account the Tenant shall be entitled to g^mpeMatiou 
Credit for such Sum (if any) as the Justices shall think a fair Com- 
peusation for any growing Crop sown or planted by him upon the 
Tenemeut, but which would be lost to him by the delivering up of the 
5 Possession upon the Determination of the Tenancy : 

But the Tenant shall be chargeable with such Part of the reserved 
Rent, in addition to all Rent due to the last Gale Day, as shall be 
proportioned to the Time during which he shall remain in possession 
of the Tenement after such Gale Day without the express Consent of

HI. It shall be in the Discretion of the Justices to decide what 
shall be deemed Tenements in Towns and what Tenements in the 
Coimtry, according to the usual Acceptation of those Terms, the 
Intent of this Act being that its Provisions shall apply to that Class of 
15 Dwellings only which are usually tenanted by the Labouring Classes 
as Lodgers in Civic Districts and as Cottiers in Rural Districts: 

It shall also be in the Discretion of the Justices to decide whether 
the said Re(imsites shall have been sufficient of their K.ind, and 
whether maintained at such Times and in such Manner as shall 
20 amount to a bona fide Compliance with this Act, the Intent of this 
Act being, that the Landlord shall not have the Advantage of a sum- 
• mary Remedy where he shall have continued the Tenancy, and 
accepted the Rent, without having taken due Care that the Dwelling 
should be effectually and habitually provided with the said Requisites, 

2.5 either by himself or the Tenant, according as the Obligation to do so 
shall have been agreed upon by the Terms of the Letting: 

Provided always, that nothing in this Act shall be deemed to 
deprive the Landlord, either before or after the Justices may have 
declined to interfere, of any Remedy for the Enforcement of his 
30 Rights which he might otherwise have in the Superior or other Courts 
of Law or Equity in Ireland : 

Provided also, that this Act shall not be deemed to intei-ferein any 
way with the Jurisdiction establislied by the said recited Act as^ to 
small Tenements situated in Fair and Market 1 owns, the last letting 
35 of which shall have taken place previous to the passing of this Act.
